stairway, barely 30 feet long, lead­ 
ing from the east end of the th e ­ 
ater 
gallery to the street, 
and 
there was m ute evidence that the 
children were trapped here in pan­ 
ic when within but a few feet of 
the street. 
Little F ire Damage 
The fire did not seriously d am ­ 
age the building and only a few of 
the victims were burned. 
Most of 
them were crushed or suffocated 
when, erased by panic, they jam m ed 
th e two exits from 
the 
balcony, 
m aking it impossible for any to 
get out of the building. 
Those in 
front 
of 
the crowd fought and 
struggled to be first 
out, 
while 
those behind pressed toward tho 
doors. 
Those in the front went 
down, and those hehind piled upon 
them until the little bodies lay doz­ 
ens deep. 
About a th ousand were In 
the 
th eater when the fire broke out, DO 
per-cent of them children under 16. 
The fire broke 
out 
during the 
m atinee performance. 
The feature 
picture was “ Sparrow s” , with Mary 
Pickford in the lead. 
A comedy, 
entitled “ Get ’Em Young", was on 
the screen when the flames started 
in the balcony about 50 feet from 
the projection booth. 
W ith 
the 
appearance of the first tongue of 
flame a cry 
of 
“ fire !” sounded 
through the building. 
Exits Are Blocked 
Ten m inutes later the cries 
of 
the struggling, injured and dying 
children could be heard

block from the theater. 
The exits 
were so blocked by those trying to 
escape, and by those being tra m p ­ 
led in and around the doors, th at 
firemen 
who had 
rushed

scene from the fire station

C entral Am erican countries, n a m e ­ 
ly, Costa Rica, G uatem ala, H o n d u r­ 
as, Nicaragua, and Salvador, at the 
invitation of the United States, met 
in W ashington and entered into a 
series of treaties. 
These treaties 
dealt with limitation of a rm am en t, 
a Central American tribunal 
for 
arb itratio n , an d the general subject 
of peace and amity.
